The SX-73 was the most expensive receiver that Hallicrafters ever made at 
somewhere around $900 (in 1952 $). 


Funny the receiver came from a bidding process very similar to the Eldico 
line some 8 years later. 


DOD was afraid that Hammarlund (then having funding problems) might not be 
able to service 

all the SP 600's and went looking for an alternative. Several bid and 
Hallicrafters came out the winner. But I have never seen a mention of a 
Hammarlund clone that was tagged on the Eldico S-119 system. Plus 


Hallicrafters boldly marketing the design to hams as the Sx-73.

I think that the basic problem is that too many radio people are just 
nomenclature sloppy from laziness. Too many years of calling RAV's, RAT's and 
SCR-274-N's "“ARC-5's". And four different transmitters all called 

"ART-13"s" (when 

none are). And other such nonsense. 


The R-274/FRR and R-274D/FRR are SX-73 variants. See TM 11-897. The 


R-274A/FRR, R-274B/FRR and R-274C/FRR are SP-600-JX varaiants. See TM 11-851. 
We've 

gone through this every year for at least the past five. Three years ago, an 
absolute flame war got started over it. Sooner or later, you'd think that 
people would wise up and realize that when you shortcut the nomenclature, you 
shortcut the significant data. Three of us on this list have been accused of 
being nomenclature freaks. But if you keep the nomenclature straight, you don't 
have to wonder whether the engine under discussion is a 1934 Ford flat head 

V-8 or a 2004 Ford fuel injected DHOC V-6. Even the nomenclaturily challenged 
might admit that there might be a few differences between those two. Maybe? 


Hallicrafters built R-274 variants and so did Hammarlund. If you state the 
proper nomenclature, there's no doubt as to who did what to whom. 


Two other good examples of the fact that the basic nomenclature only defines 
the performance or operational requirements are BC-348 and AN/URM-25. 
Externally they are all nearly identical. Internally the various models are 
quite 

different.

Hi folks, 

I got my R-274D/FRR - SX-73 in Sept. 04 when John, K40ZY, decided he 
would part with one of his. It was in very nice cosmetic condition, and 
working but in basically unevaluated operational condx. Here's some of 
the comments I made to a friend after I had spent very limited time with 
it: 

" The AVC/MAN switch in the SX-73 is intermittent, I thought the meter 
was bad, but breathed a big sigh of relief when it did finally show 
something, even if it was briefly. I did a full alignment on it ystdy, 
the meter reads well now. But, it's biased to the left pin until the 
Signal reaches a certain level, by design. Makes it seem flakey, they 
talk abt it in the manual. I started listening to BBC on 5975, (from 
Canada I think) last nite. Good signal, even as early as 6PM." 

"IT replaced a couple of paper postage stamp caps in it today, in the 


audio secn, one was the .01 coupling cap from driver to final, had the 
output tube biased fwd with abt 3v. It showed 8-10 megs on the DVM, and 
ckd as abt 3-4mohms or less at 200vdc on the megger. Other was the .0022 
de-cplg cap in the B+ line to the driver, it was OK, but put in an OD 
anyhow. " 

I also realized very quickly that the power supply filter caps had 

high ESR, and replaced them also. Since that time I have not spent 
time to do a side-by-side comparison of operation with an SP-600, partly 
because of lack of space on the workbench, and to the need to work ona 
few other things. 

Here are some diferences I noted while comparing the SX-73 schematic 
with the SP-600 schematic, with which I am quite familiar. I hope they 
will show up in a somewhat tabular format, but I'm sure things will get 
run together: I'll state the item of interest first, the SP-600 feature 
2nd, and the SX-73 3rd: 


item SP-600 SX-73

10. Filament supply(s) *xSP-600 - 3 filament windings, 2 ea. 7.5vac, each 
thru choke to 2 tubes, 1 6.3vac to all else. 
*SX-73 - 4 ckts, 1 - thru ballast tube to 
VFO & 1st mixer, 1 - 6.3vac thru 3.5 ohm to Det./ANL, and ist AF, 1 - 
6.3vac thru chokes to 2nd mix, osc., 1 - 6.3vac to all else 


I made these observations while on vacation, with only the schematics, 
no receivers to look at. It appeared, and I later confirmed, that it is 
possible to use AGC with the BFO on, tho; I did not make a thorough 
investigation under all levels of signals. I'm sure I've missed a few 
things. 


Overall, the SX-73 is a very strong competitor to the SP-600 both 
electrically, mechanically, and operationally, as should be when they were 


both designed & built to the same specs. I can see no basis for anyone to 
say the SX-73 is a clone to the SP-600. They are mechanically extremely 
different, and significantly different electrically. 

I hope this information is interesting to you. Meir had a good 
suggestion, we should develop a "registry" of owners if possible, these 
are relatively scarce, and it would be nice to share info among owners, as 
well as the BA community.

Apparently the gentle nudge and suggestion approach to the issue of 
improving the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and maintaining 
our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio is falling on DEAF EYES! 


PLEASE READ THIS AND SAVE IT BECAUSE IT IS IMPORTANT!!! 


The list culture is to include only those portions of a prior post 
that are required to maintain the context of your comments. We have 
always tried to reduce the amount of "chaff" on the list, and this 
is one good way. 


In private mail between you, a subscriber, and me, as list manager, 
I really don't care one way or the other, but when posting to the list, 
there are at least two issues of concern: 


1) the increased bandwidth from including extra text. 
With the trial subscriptions and full members, the number of copies 
of each post mailed out change the impact of each extra word so that 
each single character becomes 1,000 characters of mail! 


2) by not editing out included text, it sends a not at all subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time 
required to merely swipe his mouse across the text and tap the delete 
key, to be more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 
600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfeit posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.
